TU A(st disease that I shall write 
about is consumption. I do this be- 
cause it is the most deadly disease of 
all ttie known diseases. It is to be 
found in all cllmea and countries. 
Hippocrates, wlio was perhaps the 
most learned of all the Greek ph} si- 
cians, wroteatreatisaonit 400 years 
before Christ. Traces of consumption 
have, we are told by writers been 
found ia Egyptian mammies, and then 
several hundred years before Hippoc- 
rates, I tind consumption mentioned 
in the Bible. In LavitlcaB 26 and 16 
verse, where Moses said to the reliel- 
lious people, I will appoint over you 
terror, conaompllon, and Hie burning 
ague that shall consume the eyes, and 
cause sorrow of heart, and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain for your enemies 
shall eat it. In Deuteronomy 28 chap- 
ter and 22 verse, it is said the Lord 
shall smite thee witlia consumption, 
and with a fever.and with an inflamma- 
tion, and with an extreme burning, 
and with the sword, and with blasting 
and with mildew: and they shall pur- 
sue thee until thou perish. Too no- 
tice ttiat both times that Moses al- 
luded to consumption, he spoke of it 
as a disease to be very much dreaded 
About one-seventh of the population 
of the United States die from con- 
sumption, and the records show that 
one-third of the deaths between the 
ages of 15 and 55 die from its ravages. 
It is only quite recently that medical 
men have learned the sources of infec- 
tion and have attempted its treatr 
ment in a purely aeientific way. TM 
disease exists in every part of the 
globe, and has been studied under. ail 
conditions It Is only since tlMisa i» 
rearches have been made that people 
have realized the enormous toil which 
thla one diasise Isencting erery year 
in human lives and in money. Is it 
any wonder tlien, tliat persons who 
know that thia diaeaao is pcafentabie, 
and see the awful burden wiildi our 
nation is forced to bear, shoolddavota 
0Mir tisse and tliair money aa wtU, in 
the fight for its preveiitiunV To con- 
sumption can be attributed mueh of 
tlie poTorCar and hardships ot the peo- 
ple, for the disease attacks in a large 
number of instances, persons who ace 
wage-earners. The family ia thus de- 
prived of its usual support, and in ad- 
dition lias the burden of earning for 
an Invalid. In oooaideriag the cai 
of consumption, physicians have been 
handicapped by the idea so long piev< 
alent that consumption was an haied 
itary disease, and that all the mem 
bers of the family wliere one has died 
f rora it, «ere dooAoed to deatmatlon, 
and that no earthly power could save 
them. The people change their opin- 
iona very slowly, and it sometimes re- 
quires thunder and lightning tO; 
ctiange them. I know one instance 
not many miles from here. A man 
who had separated from his wife, and 
was living about ten miles away from 
her, when telephones first came about, 
was denying that voices could be dis- 
tinguished on a telephone, fie said 
he knew that voices could be heard, 
but that they all sounded alike. Tlie 
man whom he was talking to asked 
him where his wife was? He replied, 
down here about ten miles. Well said 
the man let me call her up, and you 
talk to her yourself, and see if you 
don't know her voice. He replied all 
right. The man got her to the phone, 
and the husband went up very feobly, 
took hold of the receiver, aod said: 
"Hello Sally.*' Just at this time 
there came in on the wire a terrific 
crash of thunder, aod streaks of fork- 
ed llgiitening tore the box from the 
wall and knocked the old man down. 
He rolled over on the fioor a few 
times, then looked up and said: 
"ThafaSal, I knew her vdca." 

When I first begun fumigating the 
hooaes where people had died from 
conanmpticn, I had that trouble to 
combat. The first house I went to 
fumigate, there was a very beautiful 
girl of afaoat IS amnmers, wlioaa step- 
mother had just died from consump- 
tion. She told me that fumigating 
would do no good. That the diaaasc 
was inherited. I did not Know how 
she expected to inherit it from a step- 
aMMlier. Bat I aappoaa die thonghp 
that a step-daughter could take any 
thing from a step-mother. Notwith- 
standing Iwr obJeotloBa, I Anally con- 
vinced her that fumigation would do 
the house no liarm. I went ahead 
and did tha work, theywng lady kept 
on living, and is now married aod 
raising a beautiful family. 

I went to another place about 15 
miiea from hara, to famigate a house 
where an old man lived, whose son 
had j ust died from what Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes eitUcd the great white 
plague. The old man was living alone 
in the old log house. He absolutely 
ref usedito have ehe fomlgatiog done.

the floor, and when 1 called his atten- , 
tion to the spots he said his son did ' 
not do that. But his wife who had ; 
died from consumption ' three years 
before "Had made them spots." He 
said that he had himself lived about 
long enougti any way. I agreed with 
him there, and did not press the argu- 
ment any further. This has been 
obout tliree years ago, and I have not 
seen the old man sinee. I have had 
several cases like this, but now am 
having but littla trouble. Ttiese two 
cases occnrred before I Imd learned 
the real cause of conauwptleo. This 
1 will now give. 

I have no doabt that every ease af 
consumption that has ever taken 
place, and every case that is now tak- 
ing place, and every case that ever 
will take place, is caused by promiscu- 
ous spitting, and if we can in any way 
stop spittinl^ we can atop eoaanmp' 
tion, and if we can get the people to 
believe this, the question is nearly 
settled. In many plaess in thia coan- 
ty, consumptives and their friends 
make no effort, even for decency's 
sake, to destroy the apttfcnm, er to dis- 
infect it. The patients spit on the 
fioor, aod if there, they will paddle 
around in the sputum, and if they 
make any show of decency at all, they 
will take a broom and some water, 
wash up the sputum and let it run 
down throu^'h the cracks of the fioor, 
and think they have done a good job. 

When B commenced the practice of 
medicine away back in the 50's this 
kind of sanitation was ttie rule, now 
it IS a very lare exception. Many men 
at tnis day go on spitting promiscu- 
ously in the churches, in their dwell- 
ings and in tke stores, on the side 
vralksand on the streets, without 
seeming to think of the indecency, to 
say nothing of the danger to the 
health of the community, or even 
their own health or the health of 
their families. But this is growing 
better. You will now aometimea see 
men waltring tlie pavement, and when 
they want to spit, they will turn 
their lieads and spit in the street. 
Tliia looka batter, Iwt really is just as 
bad. Don't apit.

WBILE the mighty war of

Tbe story oi the orij^iu of watar In- 
volves that of the birth of .tlie earth 
According to the generally accepted 
hypothesis, the eartb was oace a masN 

of heat(>d gases, which indnded. in one 
form or another, every chemical ele 
ment that v\e know. .Vmong these 
gases were oxygen and hydrogen, the 
two elements by wboee combination 
water is formed. But there was no 
water then because the heat was too 
great tu permit of the combination of 
oxygen and tiydrogeti The elements 
of water were i>reaent. bat not water 
itSQlf. • 

As the t:aset»us ma.s.s continued to 
cool a teniper.iture was reached at 
which combination could begin to take 
place, and then water appeared in the 
form, not of liquid, bat of an tnrtolble 
vapor which we call watery v.ipur 
Although osyyen and hydio;;eu had 
combined in this vapor, the heat was 
still too great for it to condense into 
the liquid state. Wltb farther cooling, 
however, it did undergo a partial con- 
detisatiun into that form of water 
which we know as steam. \t that time 
the globe was probably a great whit(> 
hot ban. enveloped at a vast belght 
above its surface with a hissing she!! 
or envelope of steam, in this immen'<;' 
steamy sheli was contained, in tin- 
vaporous form, all the water that thv 
future eartb was to p oescsa . The 
oceans were Oera. aloat aa acaldius 
donds! 

The central rnas.'j contiinied to cool 
and conden.se, and at last when the 
temperature of the rocky crust that 
had besun tu form about it bad de- 
scended to about 370 degrees C, the 
lir^l tn!e water -that is. liquid water- 
appeared on the earth. It fell in hot 
drops from the vaporous envelope and 
at first no doubt was instantly recon 
verted into steam by contact with the 
heated crust .Vfter awhile the crust 
became so cool that the descending 
water coold remain npon it in tbe liq- 
uid state. Thai tbe mighty rains fell 
thicker and faster from the condensing 
envelope until the aecunmlated water 
formed great oceans or perhaps at the 
beginning one universal oeeaa sur 
rounding the entire earth That won id 
depend upon the fotiii of tlio surface ot 
the crust at the time \vhe!i the de-^' cut 
of the v. nters occurred. The origin of 
tbe present ocean, basins goes'^MM^k to

The condition of tbe moon, 
as revealed by telescopes and' by pho- 
tography, shows that a globe may, as 
far at least as its surface is concerned 
become absolutely arid, no water what- 
ever remaining upon it, although in 
ages pant It may have been covered 
with oceans. 

The drying up process, however, 
must be a slow one, and no consider- 
able quantity of the oceanic waters 
can be absorlied into the earth's Inte- 
rior until the core of the globe has be- 
come .relatively cool. At present the 
internal heat is so great tin t water 
cannot penetrate to a depth of more, 
say, than tw«ity miles at the most It 
is only as the rocks cool that they be- 
gin to take up water in combination. 

If we heat water to the boiling point 
we turn it into sttmm. if we heat the 
steam still AnrOier ft t>ecomes an in- 
visible vapor, which may be made so 
hot that It will char a piece of paper 
like a flame. On the other h ii:-!, if we 
cool water to the freezing point it 
turns into a brittle solid— ice. 

So if we had bappoied to be born lii 
a fiery bot world we shooM only have 
known water as a searing vapor, capa- 
ble of devouiin.:^ metals like a strong 
acid, and, on the contrary, if our lot 
had been cast in an intensely cold 
wortd oar only knowledge of water, as 
a natural product, would have been in 
tlio shape of a solid, harder than most 
rocks.- -Gan-ett P. Barvlas la New 
York Journal.
